Lengtli 5.G-6.L min.; lengtli of prolongation of head in 
froiit of eyes 2.5-2.S; lengtli of tegmen 1.3-1.G. 

Verv nuich like D. mirabilis Swezey Imt darker. The pro¬ 
longation of the liead is sliorter, onlv about the lengtli of the 
body and the apieal depressed portion is nineli sliorter and 
compressed, the spaee between tlie dorsal earinae being acumi¬ 
nate at apex. Lateral earinae confluent at about two-thirds of 
their lengtli from the base. 

The tegmina are sliorter than in the other species, the four 
apieal segni en ts of the abdomen being visible beyond them 
instead of through, as in the case of the other two species. 
The bhiek dots along the veins are mueli redueed in eompari- 
son with the other species. 

The nymphs closely resemble those of D. sireieyi llridwell 
Imt the prolongation of the head is slightly deflexed instead 
of straight. 

6 The genital styles are more elongate than those of D. 
sicezcj/i and onlv gentlv eurved, the slender points not being 
elawlike as are those of T). mirabilis. The extreme apices are 
slightly blunt and reeurved.

rhe edtaigus has the slender apieal ]>ortion nearlv in a 
straight line with the not greatly stouter l>asal portion. The 
ventral snrface of the slender apieal portion is covered with 
many small reflexed teeth and there are two groups of stouter

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teeth 011 tlie dorsal surface, one basal and tho other at the 
origin of the apical processes. At abont two thirds tlie dis- 
tance froin tlie base, the apical sleiider porticu is divided into 
two a])ieal processos, of wliieli the ventral i- stouter and onlv 
about two-thirds the length of tlie dorsal and is dorsally 
eurved. The dorsal proeess is vent rally enrved and somewhat 
strap-sliaped. 

In D. sicezeyi the dorsal teeth are in a >ingl<* group at the 
base of the slender portion while tlie ventral teeth are larger 
and the teeth are much the sanie in D. mirabilis.
